If it in the dnsiro of farmers to ralso 


' lorfie i>nd paying crops of tho cnrrot, such 
can be produced with a great degree of 
certainty by a liberal dressing of good and 
well decomposed manure to the land, winch 
should bo well ploaghed in as early in tho 
Spring aa possible. .Aa soon ta tho weeds 
hav« come np, the ground ahonld bo cross- 
ploughed as fine aa possible with a swirel 
plough; the land should then bo harrowed 
and rolled, when it will bo ready for tho 
eeed. 


The seed should bo soaked in warm water 


twenty-fbnr hours previous to planting, and 
Banned a short time to dry tho surfaco 
moiftture, that 
tho seed may not clog 


in the edwer, 
The seed may bo planted 


with 
any 
suitable 
machino 
that 


will sow thin. 
Two pounds ot seed 


per aero fo.moro than enough if judi- 
ciously planted. Too thick Bowing JresulU 
in very unnecessary and expensive . thiu- 
nihg; or if neglected, in a small growth of 
roots, expensive to harvest and to handle. 
The seed may be planted from early in May 
Jto tho 10th of Juno. Our practice is to 
'plant ia straight rows twenty-two inches 
• part, and thin thb plirals to three or four 
inches apart in the row. Tho after cultiva- 
tion of tho carrot should bo always prompt; 
*Jhoe the ground and not tbo woods" should 
be tho luotto. Tha horso hue can ho ubed 
in the cultivation ot tho cnrrot to a very 
considerable" extent, and our cultivation is 
very like that given tho maugoUl. English 
Inrnips can bo sowed between tho rows 
with tho seed sower, by the 20th af July, 
without injury to the carrot, nnd will add 
materially to the product of tlio land.—[O.
